Killer 
Tomatoes was profitable 
enough to inspire numerous 
sequels. Some champion has 
done a 10-minute version of 
Attackon YouTube, which 
might be enough for you. 
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Andy Warhol is most 
famous for his pop-art 
paintings of soup tins and 
celebrities like Marilyn 
4 Monroe. But the white-haired 
weirdo was also a filmmaker 
whose early work tested 
boundaries. His 1963 short 
film Blow Job was a close-up 
of a dude’s face as he copped 
a blowie. Next year's Sleep 
featured 321 minutes of a guy 
sleeping. Even that plays like 
a Michael Bay film compared 
with Emp/re— eight hours, 
five minutes of a single shot 
of NY’s Empire State Building. 
Watch excerpts on YouTube. 
Set to repeat for full effect. 


Like Goebbels, North 
Korean tyrant Kim Jong-il 
was a movie fanatic. The 
crazy mofo was such a fan 
of South Korean director 
Shin Sang-okthat he 
kidnapped the filmmaker 
and his wife in 1978 and 
forced them to work on his 
nutty fantasy propaganda 
films. The best-known is 
Pulgasari, a 1985 Godzilla 
rip-off featuring a giant 
dino-lizard who helps 
peasants battle the evil 
overlord raping and 


pillaging feudal Korea. 

It was the last movie Shin 
made before he escaped 
Kim Jong-il’s clutches 
while on business abroad. 
Weirdly, the Japanese 
special effects experts 
who worked on the 
Godzilla films weren’t 
above helping out with 
the destruction scenes.
